These proceedings were similar 
to those held before a judge of the su- 
preme court at Vermilion, Edmonton 
and Wetaskiwin, and are instituted, 
by the Alberta government purely to 
assist the districts concerned in the 
collecting of the taxes due on pat- 
ented lands. 

At Calgary, the attorney general's 
department, represented by Deputy 
Attorney General Woods, called for 
the payment of arrears of taxes on 
the lands of the Calgary and Edmon- 
ton railway. R. B. Bennett, on behalf 
of the company, disputed the confir- 
mation of, arrears on the ground that 
the company’s lands are not liable to 
taxation until after the date of puat- 
ent. 8. B. Woods held that the liabil- 
ity begins as soon as the lands are 
selected. The taxation on some fifty 
sections of land is at issue, but many 
mofe lands belonging to the company 
will come under assessment in the 
future. Chief Justice Sifton reserved 
judgment. 

The local improvement act dealing 
with the question of taxation, re 
quires that notices of warning be reg-! 
istered sixty days before the heiding 
of court, to every pariy who is shown 
by the land's titles cfice or returns 
of arrears, to be interested in proper: | 
ty affected. If such warning is not! 
heeded the government gives notice” 
of intention to sell the land in ques- 
tion for arrears of taxes or to vest.in 
the crown the title to forfeit property. 

Within a year from the forfeiture 
the owner may redeem his property 
by applying for the same and paying 
the taxes thereon, Very few forfeit- 
ures have been recorded, thus show- | 
ing that the proceedings adopted are! 
most effective in attaining the end for 
which they were instituted.

rebuilt his premises, but he always 
took to the sheltering hiils at blasting 
time.
